Children of the Sawdust. 


■OW CIRCUS A F P M irrlrM ARK TRRATKD AMD 


n ow TURY ARB TAUOIIT T1IRIR RfHISEdS. 
Many of oar readers, we fancy, hare often 
seen and admired the pretty children whose 
performances in the circus ring arc always, to 
f e tj many people, by far the most pleasing 
portion of the entertainment. 
There is, how* 
ever, a popular belief that these children are 
cruelly treated to make them learn thedo vari­ 
ous tricks, which some suppose to be hurtful 
to the Infant frame. 
As this consideration of 
course detracts much from the pleasure that 
tender-hearted peojde would otherwise feel in 
witnessing the performances, we would say 
that the fact Is that the things a child Is taught 
to do in the ring tire almost the same things 
that nine out of ten healthy children an’ con­ 
tinually doing on the green sward or on the 
can hMed floors of the iwrental parlors. Your 
own little boy—dear. kindhearted madam, who 
gay,.* so pitifully at the little circus children 
- if lie is a healthy and well develop! young 
chap, will stand on hie head, with Id* Ingots in 
the air, or pitch himself head-ovor-becU a hun­ 
dred times a day—thus keeping himself topsy­ 
turvy waking hour* - if oui)' lie has got some 
place where he can do it and not hurt himself. 
What your boy does is almost precisely what 
is done by the circus children, only they are 
taught to accomplish their feats in the most 
easy and graceful way. 
The cruelty is a thing of the pout, and the 
sufferings of gymnastic and equestrian ap­ 
prentices of the present day are purely supjio- 
•itions. 
The children of the ring are put into train­ 
ing as soon as they can fairly walk, though in 
these clays it is not usual to see a boy of less 
than five or six years introduces! iu public in 
the acrobatic business. 
In the case of eques­ 
trians, however, the case is different—aum* 
ambitious riders bringing their offspring before 
the public much younger than this. 
The first acts in which the little ones are 
allowed to appear before an audience are what 
are technically known as “acrobatic,"or*•pos­ 
turing'’ scenes. 
Those who watch these |»er- 
formanc.es carefully will notice that the young­ 
est ones of the party have very little to do, 
■are to aland In the proper position, and re­ 
ceive an occasional toss from the senior mem­ 
ber of the group, which toss or throw some­ 
times looks as if very carelessly administered, 
but which in reality is done with the greatest 
care and gentleness. 
In fact tho modern sys­ 
tem of teaching the business by emulation, 
instead of by threats and blows, makes the 
youngest so ambitious that they are always 
begging to be taught new acts, aud nine out 
of ten ol the trilling falls they get in tbs ring 
are brought on by the attempt to accomplish 
more thau they are really at the time capable 
of achieving. 
The love of applause is inborn 
with us all, and jealousy sometimes so rankles 
in the baby bosoms of these spangled little 
ones that they would, if unchecked In their 
mad career, often break their tiny little necks 
in trying to outdo each other. 
To m ana am­ 
bition! youngsters the greatest po*sibtepiown 
punishment is being debarred tile priv#ge of 
appearing with his exultant companions in 
■tarred and tinselled finery, and exhibiting bis 
hard-eurned accomplishments to the applaud­ 
ing multitude. 
Most of the children in the 
profession at present are the oflspring of per­ 
formers, who are not afraid to have them 
taught the business, as the teaching is now 
done. 
Formerly many “circus actors," par­ 
ticularly the mothers, would rather have laid 
their little ones in their coffins tbuu set* them 
brought up to the busine* of their parents. 
Remembering the blows and stripes of their 
own apprenticeship, few mothers could bear 
the thought of dying and leaving their tender 
bulies ex|H)»od to the brutality of which they 
themselves had such sad experience. 
In gy mnasticB the youngest are first taught 
some simple {msturing and the dancing pooi- 
tions; then comes what is technically known 
as the “split,” winch consists in spreading the 
feet apart till the legs are exact right angles 
with the upright body, a feat which any lis- 
aeme lad or lass of six years or less can do al­ 
most without practice. 
Next they arc taught 
“bending," which means to throw the head 
back as far as possible toward the heels; this 
being learned, a grow n person places bis hand 
under tho back of the youngster, when a slight 
toss, by throwing the feet over his head, trans­ 
forms the “bend” into a “somersault.” When 
the child has mastered the backward and for­ 
ward “somersault,” the hardest of his educa­ 
tion as a “ tumbler” is over. 
The oilier feats 
come easily by practice—“ vaulting," ‘,‘bat- 
touteflaps,” “spring-boardsomersaults,” “flip- 
flaps," “hand-springs,” "cart-wheels,” and 
the like are learned in a few months. 
If the young person, either male or female, 
is to ^earn tho tight-ropo business, he sr she is 


not, as one might suppose, exercised at first 
on a low rope stretched near the ground. 
(In 
the contrary, the pupil is placed at once on 
the rope at as great an elevation os is required 
by the regular performances, and from the 
very first learns the business as it must after­ 
ward be done. 
There are two reasons for this 
—first, it accustoms the novice at once to the 
height; and, second, it gives space for the 
employment of tho balance pole, a long bar of 
twelve to twenty feet in length, and which, 
were the rope stretched low, would constantly 
embarrass the learner by striking the ground 
on either side. 
As it is absolutely necessary 
to future success that the performer should be 
perfectly bold and self-possessed, and not lie- 
come timid by reason of hurts received in tile 
falls which are first unavoidably many, men 
are stationed on either side of the rope, into 
whose ever-ready urnis the youngster falls, 
and so never comes to serious grief, however 
frequent are the tumbles. 
When children first essay to ride alone, a 
heavy leather belt is buckled round the waist; 
from this belt a long aud strong cord pas-es 
through a ring in tho top of the pad or surcin­ 
gle, aud the free is held iii the hand of the 
ring-master. 
If, being thus protected, young 
master loses his feet, an instantaneous pull 
upon the cord draws him flat down on the 
back of the horse, and by no stretch of infantile 
ingeuuity can he get under the animal * heels. 
Th* apprentices frequently learn to ride the 
‘“pony act,” in which the tiny pattern of a 
man dressed as a Jockey or a courier urges hia 
steed with his shrill cries and many waving* 
of his little cap. This act is always ridden on 
two ponlei, and the young rider will contrive 
to slip and fall between his miniature steed, 
while a thrill of horror pervade* the crowd, 
who applaud most lustily when, the next minute, 
the plucky little fellow regains his feet, picks 
up the reins and drives on faster thau ever. 
The compassionate audience need not waste 
their sy rn path ie*, however; this fall is merely 
me of the “tricks of the trade,” introduced 
simply for “eflect," and the cord, before de­ 
scribed, would not let the rider fall lf he wanted 
to. 
On the whole, the improvement in the 
manner of training children for Ibis sort of life 
is .aark Hi f^ kJ cftmmendable. It is not a busi­ 
ness tp which every parent would care to bring 
up his little ones; but, ufter all, “people must 
be amused,” and every one of these circus 
children is a thousand times belter off in hav­ 
ing an honest, though jierhaps humble trade. 
than are the thousands of miserable little waifs 
that swarm in our streets aud alleys, whose 
present condition is utter poverty, aud w hose 
surest expectation of a rise ill life is grounded 
upou the hopes of a future of succes-ful ami 
undetected thievery. 
One word more. 
Many |>er*ons suppose 
that “circus riders” are invariably and inevi­ 
tably given to drunkenness and dissipation. 
Never was there a more unjust aspersion. 
There are black sheep everywhere, but there 
is quite as great a proportion of true, honest 
wives, kindly, loving mothers and faithful hus­ 
band* iii this us in uny other line of life. Their 
misfortunes in tills regard is the same as that 
of the theatrical profession, via: that owing 
to their public lives every scandal in their 
ranks is known and magnified, while poop!* 
in quieter walks of life may perhaps be ten 
times more licentious and yet not one-teuth a* 
notorious. 
The artist who has to back a fiery boree al 
night, or do a trapeze performance al aheight 
so great that a full from bis dizzy perch would 
be ulmost certain death, is not likely to sliuke 
his nerve or loose his grip by the use of intoxi­ 
cating liquors, so there are few instances of 
habitual drunkenness among this class of pro­ 
fessionals.

twenty paso*tiger* and two sailors have been 
sent, to the hospital. 
The Coroner has been invited to Investigate 
the ease of thee# vessels. 
The disease on the Athenla consisted of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, and measles; the m a­ 
jority of deaths being children from the 
latter. 
The Impression that the mortality was occa­ 
sioned by inferior quality of food, is pronounc­ 
ed groundless; ths Captain saying that all 
provisions put on board of ths ship at Bremen 
were thoroughly examined by the government 
officials, aa nsnal, and were of the bent quality. 
The Captain seems to think the discase was 
fostered by the dirty habits of the (migrants, 
who were chiefly Poles.

Cultivating Shad. 


Seth Green, the distinguished pisciculturist, 
in tho employ of toe State Fish Commission­ 
ers, has again located at Muirs fishing grounds, 
about two miles imlow Castleton, on the west 
bank of the Hudson, where be will be engaged 
tbe next two months in batching shad for the 
purpose of re-stocking the river. 
During the 
past three seasons Mr. Green has hatched out 
an immense number, and the result is being 
made manifest by the large increase in the 
number caught this season, aud the decline in 
prices. 
Last season Mr. Green hatched out 
6,500,000 young shad by his peculiar process. 
The young fish were turned loose into toe 
river, and In course of time will return fully 
developed aud in such numbers as to make 
them BUU more plentiful, and so cheap as to 
be enjoyed by the poorest. 
Last season, by 
direction of tbe Fish Commissioners of OaM- 
fomia, he tra n sla te d over then thousand 
young shad from Mull’s Landing to California, 
and placed them in the Sacramento river; and 
no doubt is entertained that In a few years 
shad will be plenty on toe Pacific coast. 
He 
started with about 16,000, am) he placed a 
few hundred in each of several rivers and 
lakes that be passed on the route.

K ingston Schools A gain. 


Ma. E d it o r:— I said in my former commun­ 
ication that I might have more to say about 
the schools. 
I have just finished re reeding 
Mr. Van Etten'* article, and I am much sur­ 
prised to see that tie has so much to say against 
the system of graded schools, and to mw him 
express such anxiety to go back to the “old 
trustee system.” 
Now I em unable to see the 
difference between a Board iff Education aud 
Trustees. 
Under tbe present s. bool law, (he 
Trustee* of any school district have os much 
power to create debt for the support of sc hook, 
us the Kingston Board of Education bus. 
Ile lias much to say uliout the system, as 
tile ['Ian of graded schools is not as good 
our mixed schools, where a leacher has to do 
as much work with a small school of twenty 
of thirty pupils) as Hires* or four teachers have 
to do iu graiied schools. 
It’s morally im porn 
slide for any teacher to do as well in these 
mixed schools, even with but a dozen pupils, 
a* can be done under the graded system with 
five or ten limes that number. 
Tile reuson is 
(hut there k a division of labor which enables 
Ute teachers to do much more thorough work 
I am surprised to see that Mr. Van Etten, an 
ex teacher and a Normal graduate, should 
lake the ground he does against tbe system. 
No, no, Mr. V., the trouble Is uot in the system, 
but in the bad arrangement of the system.— 
Reorganize your schools. Abolish some of the 
abominable aud oppressive regulations you 
have. 
Arrange a better course of study, acd 
make it a little more flexible. 
Give your pu­ 
pils a chance to rise from one grade to another 
a iiUle more rapidly, and thus bold out to 
them an incentive to study, und to desire pro­ 
motion, aud see lf there will not be a change 
in the character of your schools, as well as in 
the feeling of the people. The city of New York 
has long had graded schools; and a pupil can 
go through from the primary schools to the 
college, and graduate there. Do you think that 
the [>eople of New York would like to abolish 
their graded scbook T 
By no means. 
About 
ail the cities and large villages in toe State 
iiave graded schools, and toe people fed a 
just pride in them. 
7hey are the best schools 
in the Mate. 
I fearlessly (\ffinn that our pub­ 
lic graded schools turn out the best trained 
scholars that our .State has; and I shall be 
very sorry if the bad management of the 
Kingston Board of Education should load tbs 
people of our old and honored town to aban­ 
don the idea of graded scbook. 
Let tbe sys­ 
tem be modified as it should be, and mads 
more practical, and let toe Board be more fair 
and Just in their administration, and I venture 
tbe prediction that in a few years you could 
not induce them to give it up by any rneaus. 
Mr. Van Etten thinks that they need no 
Superintendent. 
I think he is wrong here.— 
When so many teachers are employed as they 
have in Kingston they need some one to be at 
the bead of matters. 
They must necessarily 
employ a number of young and inexperienced 
teachers; and they need sonic one capable iff 
overseeing all the work and iayiug it out aud 
directing bow it should be done. 
There is no 
member of the Board that would be willing to 
do it, lf be was capable, without pay, and 
tbeu there would be no economy in IL Again, 
if you have no Su|>eriuteud*Dt you would be 
driven to the expedient of employing more 
experienced aud talented teachers; and the 
expense woald be more instead of loss. 
In­ 
deed it should be the aim of tbe Board to brine 
up their own teachers. 
They should be drilled 
and prepared in our own schools. 
If oar 
schools fail to tarn out such students, It is oat 
of ths best evidence* of their inefflcency. 
Mr. Van Etten seems to think that tbe idea 
of “ grading everything into the Academy ” is 
a bad thing. 
This, to rn) mind, is one of the 
beet features of tbe system. 
How proud it 
makes me feel to think that my boy eau rise 
step by step, and finally graduate at our time- 
benored Kingston Academy. 
And what an 
incentive it is for every pupil in the Kingston 
schools to study, with the idea before bim 
feat he may, by diligence, go through the 
Academy, and be fitted for the duties of life. 
Th* poor man's sod or daughter has equal 
advantages with the wealthy. 
I hope tbe Board and tbe people will be led 
to carefully examine fee matter, and reform 
what is wrong, and discard what Is useless, 
sud that our school system will move on har­ 
moniously.
